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Ice cream, 
you scream 

Intrepid reporters dig into the 
cold truth about local ice cream

It was a chilling subject, but 
we tackled It. In honor of 
National Ice Cream Month (July), 
Antioch reporter Julie Murphy 
and Lake ViUa-Undenhurst 
reporter Brcnda Balin set out to 
compare the four local ice cream 
shops in our area. 

At each one, we sampled vanil- 
la and chocolate ice creams, 
unadorned by any toppings. 
Undistracted by chocolate sauce, 
whipped cream or nuts, we evalu- 
ated each one for creaminess, 
sweetness and presence of vanilla 
or chocolate taste. We also made 
note of the stores ambiance, and 
any other special items. 

A big factor in the ice cream 
experience is texture, and a big 
factor in texture is fat content, so 
we also made note of the fat con- 
tent of each ice cream. 

Milk fat determines whether 
the ice cream will be considered 
low fat "Low-fat" ice cream has* 

mnximvixn of 3 grams of tbf: - 



per 4-ounce serving. 

Those looking for a sweet 
treat with a lower fat content can 
find one at Antioch Dairy Queen, 
at 966 Main St., owned and oper- 
ated by Kent and Ginger Ipsen. A 
4-punce serving has only 6.6 
grams of fat 

As is to be expected, the 
lower fat content renders a frozen 
confection that has a thinner feel 
in the mouth, though smooth 
and sweet The vanilla tasted less 
of true vanilla and more like 
marshmallow and the chocolate 
hovers somewhere between a 
cocoa flavor and milk chocolate. 

In addition to the expected 
frozen favorites: dipped cones, 
floats, freezes, Mistys, Blizzards, 
sundaes and the high- end (at 
about $3) Royal Treats, a limited 
menu of regular food is available* 
that includes hot dogs and bar- 
becue sandwiches.

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Church annexation on hold

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Chrisdan life Fellowship's public hearing ended when all 
six Antioch village trustees voted not to take action, but send 
the matter into committee for further review. No date has been 
set for the board to bring the proposed annexation of the 
church's 10 acres on Deep Lake Road across from the Wal-Mart 
site back Into formal discussion. 

Trustee Mary Tumor "called the question" to end the 
board's discussion and force a vote on the motion made by 
Trustee Dorothy Larson to essentially leave the matter open- 
ended. Trustee Scott Pierce said, "I seconded this (motion) 
because I feel it's important to take this slowly and let 1DNR 
(Illinois Department of Natural Resources) finish its business." 

The IDNR.buslness Pierce referenced was the completion 
of condemnation hearings of the Spiro Mortis property, just 
south of the church's property at the intersection of Deep Lake 
Road and Route 173. 

Brad Semel, a wildlife biologist with IDNR, broke the news 
that the lawsuit was "unfavorable to the State of Illinois, and we 
had to back out." He said the judge allowed a current appraised 
value of $6.5 million for commercial property. 

In unison, Mayor Taso Maravelas, village attorney Bob 
Long, senior planner George Sakas and planning, zoning and 
building director Bob Silhansaid they had heard nothing of the 
judgment.

Open all year, the shop serves a variety of 
dell sandwiches, Paninis, muffalcttas as well 
as chili and soup. Coffee is the other mainstay, 
with early morning hours to. support those 
sales: Monday through Friday,*6 a.m.-10 p.m.; 
Saturday, from 7 a.m.- 10 p.m.; and Sunday 
from 8 a.m.- 10 p.m. 

Ambiance Is evcrytliitlg at The Twisted 
Cow, at 2112 E Grand Ave. (Linden Plaza) in 
Undenhurst. The "tin" ceiling, the hex-tiled 
floor, the paneled walls, comfortable booths 
and the curve-backed chairs hearken back to 
die heyday of the traditional ice cream parlor. 
The major conversation piece of the store Is a 
table supported by a cow. 

Pat Gallagher opened the store last year, 
after the summer heat was over. Nevertheless, 
he had a successful winter, hosting birthday 
parties and oilier special occasions in the 
ample space. 

Vanilla ice cream, with only 7 grams of fat 
per 4-ounce serving, was creamy, but with a 
slight grain to it. It was moderately sweet, with 
a d elicate vanilla taste.

taste was grainier, with a mere 2 grams per 4- 
ounce serving making it a true "low-fat" Ice 
cream. 

"We don't go through as much chocolate 
as vanilla," Gallagher said. "The lower fat con- 
tent helps the ice cream stay fresh, longer, 
especially in die summer." 

Gallagher said chocolate accounted for 25 
percent of his sales. The store also offers low 
fat frozen yoghurt 

Cones range In price from $1:39-2.09, with 
the larger size waffle cones costing $2.79. 
Various toppings and dips arc available, 
including the unusual cherry, blue raspberry 
and grape. 

The store is open seven days a week, 1 1:30 
a.m.- 10 p.m. all summer, closing at 9- p.m. 
Sunday-Thursday during the winter. 

The only hard-packed ice cream we sam- 
pled was at the Baskin-Robblns at 442 Orchard 
St. in Antioch. 

Here, fat content told the story. 

With a whopping 16 grams of fat per 4- 
ounce serving for vanilla, and 14 grams for 
chocolate, die taste difference was apparent. 

The high fat content gave the Ice cream a 
very creamy texture The Baskin-Bobbins for- 
mula for vanilla includes real vanilla and eggs, 
even In the regular version (more eggs in the 
French vanilla version), making it die best- 
tasting vanilla we sampled. 

■ The chocolate (plain chocolate) was dark, 
and had more of a cocoa flavor dian a milk 
chocolate flavor, but had no trace of bitter- 
ness. 

Prices for cones range from a "kids' scoop" 
at $1.27 to a double scoop at $2.59. Waffle 
cones are 59 cents extra. 

As at all "31 flavors" stores, the flavors, 
from a pool of over 200, arc rotated regularly. 
Variations include shakes, sundaes, "blasts" 
(mix-ins) and custom cakes. 

Larry Mondie has operated the store for 15 
years, and brought a Duncan Donuts counter 
into die store eight years ago. 

"This store won Baskin-Robblns 
President's Award for excellence in a multi- 
brand store," Mondie said. 

Ambiance is not the selling point here, 
with a few tiny tables, and a small bench out- 
side the store. The emphasis is on take-away. 

The store is open from-5 a.m.- 10 pan., 
days, and G a.m.- 10 p.m. weekends.'

"Something like this can undermine the ' 
safety and security of an area. It 
shakes people's confidence.

Courage in society today lias become synonymous with the coun- 
try's biggest and bravest. It is a word generally saved for adults who 
overcome seemingly impossible physical obstacles. 

But courage can come in a different form. A much smaller form, 
like the more than 20 children who attend "Camp Courage," that have 
to overcome obstacles far greater than anything physical. But rather 
emotional obstacles not normally seen by people twice their size. 

Camp Courage Is run by the Hospice of Northeastern Illinois and is 
directed solely towards children age 6-12 who have lost a loved one. 

Most Americans aren't faced with losing a parent or sibling until 
well into their adult life, and for children, that loss can be even harder 
and more confusing. 

The Hospice recognized that difficulty for children to find safe out- 
lets for their grief so they started Camp Courage nine years ago. Since 
then more than 100 children have felt the security and support of not 
only the counselors, but also their peers. 

"They do make connections pretty quickly," Senior Bereavement 
Counselor Dec Latanzio said. "(On the first day) some of the younger 
(kids) were encouraging each other to talk about (their loss) and kind of 
putting their ami around each other." 

The camp Is constructed at a ratio of two children per counselor. 
This allows each child to feel a more personal connection to the coun- 
selor. 

Matt Ijevenson, 12, of Mundclein attends many different camps 
each summer through boy scouts and oUier groups, but there is one big 
difference with "Camp Courage." 

"Everybody is kind and they treat you with more respect than some 
people do," Iiivcnson said. 

Because many children don't know how to deal with a grieving 
child, often times the grieving child can be left feeling alone and 
ridiculed, Latanzio said. At Camp Courage, however, peers who know 
and understand surround the kids. 

"They arc really able to talk about their grief and get that under- 
standing from eacfi other," Latanzio said. "It's really powerful to see the 
kids and how they nurture each other." 

The campers are broken up into groups according to age and type 
of loss. This allows kids like eight year-old Amanda Ncmic of Lake Villa 
to quickly make friends with another young girl in her group who also 
lost her grandmother. 

" I like camp because you get to talk," she said. 

Nemic's counselor Carol Buckley said that when the children talk to 
their parents, diey feel like they are upsetting them because they get sad 
too. But at the camp, they can talk to people who aren't feeling sad 
about it. 

Perhaps the people who deserve the most credit arc the counselors 
who volunteer their time to help the children overcome their loss. 
Volunteers like Andy Samborski who has suffered his own loss as his son 
and father have both passed away.

But for a man like Samborski, healing the kids is healing himself. 

"I come here and can sec a six year-old kid with the same grief I 
have," he said. "When I can sec the kids overcoming that same grief, it 
just helps mine." 



Lake County libraries 
to receive musical 
settlement in CDs

In August of 2000 43 states filed a class 
action lawsuit against several of the largest 
record labels and retail stores. The lawsuit 
claimed that the labels and retailers colluded 
to keep the prices of CDs artificially high. 

It took four years, but finally a setdement 
is due to come the state's way in the form of 
$75.7 million dollars worth of CDs. 

The music Is being donated to schools, 
government organizations, and libraries. The 
North Suburban Library System which 
includes Lake Counties libraries is due to 
receive more than 13,000 CDs. They will then 
be distributed throughout the system. 

"The library is a place for everyone to 
share," NSLS Director Sarah Long said. "The 
courts agreed that (the record companies) have 
been unfair to die public and have to make up 
for it by sharing with the community." 

The NSLS is still in the process of deciding 
exactly how many titles each library will 
receive, but regardless of how much they 
receive, the libraries will be pleased to add to 
their collection. 

"It is going to be great because the library 
budget is tight and we would never increase 
the CD budget by that percent, so it will make 
more available," said Roberta Thomas, 
Administrative Librarian of the Grayslake Area 
Public Library. 

According to Thomas, CD rentals have 
become increasingly popular lately. Over the 
past year, Grayslake saw a 19.5 percent 
increase in the checkout of CDs. That totaled 
out to roughly 3,700 more rentals, so any addi- 
tion will be well received, 

Roughly 60 percent of die new CDs will be 
popular music from the 1950's to the present. 
And die remaining 40 percent will be com- 
prised of classical, jazz, holiday and odicr 
types of music. 

"One big mission for a library is culture," 
Long said. "In many communities, die library 
is the only accessible cultural institution that is 
there for everyone."

Higher learning 
matchless in county

The war 
is no doubt the overriding issue of 
our limes, hut there are other very 
important matters that should be 
given full discussion during an 
election campaign. 

Besides the economy and 
healthcare, we haven't heard much 
about Social Security. What is hap- 
pening to Social Security and how 
that will affect the future of the sys- 
tem should be high on the minds or 
"the American public. 

You will remember when dur- 
ing the 2000 presidential campaign, 
Al Gore, the Democrat candidate, 
said that the Social Security fund 
should be secured in a "safety lock 
box," not to be raided for other 
governmental purposes. As a can- 
didate, President George W. Bush 
agreed in principle with the policy 
to preserve the integrity of the 
Social Security fund.

for office, say and promise one 
thing, hut the opposite once they 
take public office. The public 
should hold them to be more 
accountable.

That's what is happening with 
the Social Security fund. For three 
successive budget years, President 
Bush has dipped into Social 
Security surpluses to fund ordinary 
government.

Backing Osmond 



1 read your interesting "Viewpoint" col- 
umn in the July 2 edition and I am certainly 
not at odds with Representative Osmond 
who is the new Lake County Republican 
chairman, but I did want to correct some 
points In the column. 

1 was elected Lake County Republican 
chairman in April of 2002 (I held the office for 
one, two-year tenn not four years). I was very 
much asked to run back in 2002 and was 
challenged in that election and won by 2/3 of 
the vote. Many townships voted 100 percent 
for me. 

My first order of business was to conduct 
a very substantial organizational review of 
our party structure in Lake County and the 
end result was changes in our general strate- 
gy and also realignment of our committee 
structure. My executive committee, made up 
of the 18 township chairman plus five officers 
that I appointed worked very closely with me 
over my two-year tenn and particularly in 
rebuilding our committeeman structure and 
also working for Republican candidates in 
the 2002 General Flection. 

The 2002 general election was difficult for 
Illinois, particularly with the problems relat- 
ed to the George Ryan regime. Also, die 2002 
Primary (which took place before I became 
chairman) was contentious and tended to 
split our Party here in Lake County and 
statewide. Jim Ryan won that race over a 
number or candidates Including our own 
liikc County candidate Lt. Governor Corinne 
Wood. I lead our party through the general 
election process and I'm proud that Like 
County turned a majority vote for Jim Ryan, 
Joe Burkett (attorney general) and Judy Barr 
Topinka. The rest of the State of Illinois over- 
all did not. 

Your opinion column seems to imply that 
our party was leaderless over the past two 
years and in reality we established new levels 
of cooperation at the Executive Committee 
and also expanded our committeeman ranks. 
Representative Osmond's quoted comments 
seem to imply otherwise. I certainly would 
have welcomed JoAnn's help over the past 
two years and as I took office as Chairman 
she did assist me and had been working part- 
time at our Republican headquarters. As 
such, I'm a little surprised at her comments. 

Keep in mind that right after the 
November 2002 election we had a real 
tragedy occur widi the sudden death of 
Representative Tim Osmond in December, 
2002. 1 had worked with Tim and he was a 
wonderful man and a great legislator. As 
County chairman, I was responsible for pro- 
viding Uie leadership that goes into play 
whenever there is a vacancy in a State 
Legislative office, Two three person 
Committees (one person being the County 
Chairman) arc elected at each Republican 
County Convention and called into action to 
appoint a replacement when a vacancy 
occurs. One was for the unexpired term of 
Representative Tim Osmond and the other 
for the new term that would have begun in 
January of 2003. 1 immediately sent notice to 
the Township chairs in the Representative 
District involved and had responses from 
several individuals who expressed interest in 
being appointed. However, 1 felt that JoAnn 
Osmond was the ideal person and talked with 
her about her interest. Accordingly, I called 
meetings of Uie two committees and we 
ended up appointing JoAnn with a unani- 
mous consent of the committees, I stood 
next to JoAnn at her swearing in and contin- 
ue to feel that 1 certainly made the right deci- 
sion. My friend State Senator Geo-Karis 
called me and congratulated me on taking 
swift and decisive action to fill this State 
Representative Office vacancy. I wish JoAnn 
success in her first election to the Office this 
November and would certainly help her in 
any way. 

Now, I ve>y much support Representative 
Osmond in her office as Republican chair- 
man and offered my help to her and hope 
that she will call me. I want to clarify one 
somewhat glaring error in your reporting of 
the 2004 Republican Convention. I had met 
with JoAnn a month or so prior to the 
Convention and we had also spoken several 
limes about problems with a conservative 
group that was at odds with her and other 
legislators and with the Central .Committee. 
In any event, my last meeting with her 
revolved around whether or not I was going 
to* run for County Chairman for a second 
tenn. 1 told JoAnn that since no one had sur- 
faced as a possible candidate Uiat 1 felt oblig- 



ated to seek a second tenn even though I had 
many other commitments. We left that meet- 
ing with dial general understanding. 

About a week prior to the Convention, 
JoAnn called me ami informed me that she 
was thinking of muning and I suggested that 
the two of us meet on this, which we did. I 
felt that even with her running and the possi- 
bility that one other person from the conserv- 
ative ranks running that I would win die elec- 
tion. I had continued solid support. 

As it turned out, I made a decision several 
days before the Convention not to seek a sec- 
ond term primarily because I fell that there 
now was a viable replacement for me as 
chairman. I told no one about this except my 
family. I presided at the Convention up 
through the Chairman election and as we 
approached the election process I 
announced to the Central Committee that I 
was not seeking a second <erm and recount- 
ed the meeting that I had had with JoAnn and 
that I was now comfortable with good people 
ninning for the office. This came as a great 
surprise and I know that Townships like 
Grant and others would have been 100 per- 
cent behind me. As we started the election 
process JoAnn's only opponent in the race, 
Guy Ganison from Zion Township withdrew 
his candidacy. Your Opinion Column indi- 
cates that JoAnn won the race over me and 
that, of course is not conect. 1 was not a can- 
didate for the office. What the outcome 
would have been if I had sought a second 
term nobody really knows hut many feel that 
I would have been Chairman for another two 
years if I had run. 

I don't want to imply that I am at odds 
with Chairman Osmond. I expressed my 
pleasure in having her as Lake County's first 
Republican Chairwoman and extended my 
hand of support for her. I know she has been 
very involved in General Assembly this year 
and hopefully will be able lo devote the enor- 
mous time needed to continue good leader- 
ship for our Party. I'm sure she will and I con- 
tinue to offer my support. JoAnn, give me a 
call and I will be happy to help.

Second, clearly this kid needs attention. 
Now, we don't want to give attention for the 
bad stuff, but maybe you can find something 
he is good at to get attention for that isn't 
gross. Something that will win him friends 
instead of lose them for him. 

Third, I think this child needs some social 
skills training. It is possible that he does not 
know how to react in social situations and 
when he gets stressed out in a social situa- 
tion, he reverts to much younger behavior. 



Social skills training can happen in an office 
like mine, but it doesn't have to. You can 
even work with him yourself on role playing 
what to do and or/what to say in different 
social situations. 

The combination of all three of those 
things should help a lot. Again, if you feel that 
you need to delve more into why this 
child is doing these things, and you need 
more than what my column can answer 
for you, a few sessions of counseling 
would not hurt. Good luck with whatever 
you decide to do.

Specifically, fresh peaches, plums and 
nectarines, found in abundant supply 
throughout the summer, contain the antioxi- 
dant, beta carotene, which may protect 
against cancer, heart disease and other 
diseases associated with aging. These 
fruits also have two carotcnoids - fuitcin 
and zcaxanthin -• which filter and shield 
the eye from sunlight, thereby protecting 
against age- related eye disorders such as 
macular generation and cataracts. 
Peaches and plums also contain 
flavonoids, including some of those found 
In green tea. Current research has shown 
thai flavonoids may protcci humans 
against cancer and heart disease. 

You won't get all of this in a carb-free 
burger. 

Another thing to consider when choosing 
carbohydrates is the Glycemic Index (GI) or 
Glyceiuic Load (GL), Low-carb diet propo- 
nents often focus heavily on the connection 
between insulin levels in the blood and how 
continuous high levels of insulin can con- 
tribute to obesity. Because of this theory, 
low-carb systems often rate foods according 
to their glycemic index value, which indicates 
how quickly the carbohydrates in a food 
affect blood sugar. Meanwhile, glycemic load 
takes into account a food's glycemic index 
along with its carbohydrate content in a 
given serving size, providing an estimate of 
die quality and quantity of carbohydrate 
eaten. 

Either way you slice it, fruits like peaches, 
plums and nectarines all have low glycemic 
index and low glycemic load values. 
According to the "New Glucose Revolution 
Complete Guide to Glycemic Index Values," 
fresh peaches on average have a GI of 42, 
which is considered low, while plums have a 
GI of 39. They also have a Glycemic Ix)ad of 
about 7, which is also low. As for carbohy- 
drate content, one medium peach or nec- 
tarine contains 16 grams of net carbohy- 
drates and two plums contain 19 net carbs. 
Peaches, plums and nectarines are also low 
in calories —70 for a peach or nectarine and 
00 for two plums. 

For those who choose low-carb diets, 
fresh fruits and vegetables should not be 
eliminated from everyday life. Simply try to 
select fruits and vegetables that contain low 
to moderate amounts of carbohydrates, or 
are low on the Ghand GI scales. 

The carbohydrates found in fruit such 
as peaches, plums and nectarines are 
truly quality carbs. These fruits are plenti- 
ful during the summer and they are per- 
fect eaten out- of- hand as a simple dessert 
or snack any time. They also lend them- 
selves well to recipes that focus on fresh, 
healthy, low-caloric eating. l : or example, 
fresh peaches, plums or nectarines can be 
added to a green salad to add some zing. 
They can be blended with fat-free, or low- 
carb yogurt for a great smoothie. Or try 
them grilled on the barbeque as a side 
dish- to meats or as a luscious and satisfy- 
ing dessert.

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One of county's oldest farms to be auctioned

The Thus family farm, located on Peterson 
Itoacl just west or Itouic '15 in unincorporated 
Frcemont Township, will soon be one for the 
history books. Members of the family that has 
owned farm, one of the oldest operating fami- 
ly farms in Lake County, for 127 years arc sell- 
ing the land, and an auction will be held on 
July 29. 

Customers, however, can still buy the 
sweet corn for which the fann is famous, 
throughout the summer months, according to 
Steven Good, CEO of Sheldon Good & 
Company Auctions, which is handling the sale 
of the land. 

The five Tituses who own the land, includ- 
ing Anthony Titus who does much of the fann- 
ing, are not commenting on their decision to 
sell. 

"They didn't want to continue operating it 
as a farm," Good said. "The entire area is an 



enormous area of development and' they 
thought it was right time." 

The villages of Llbcrtyvilte and Grayslakc, 
both of which border the land, have expressed 
interest in annexing the land. 

The village, of Libcrlyville would like to 
extend its adjacent office and light industrial 
development into the farm properly. 

"The Titus farm is a priority for annexation 
to the village," said John Spode of Libertyvilic 
Community Development. 

"We would welcome the opportunity to 
extend an offer to the Individual owner," he 
said. 

The land had been divided into three 
parcels of 135, 17 and 7 acres. These are based 
on proposed road construction projects that 
will evennially impact the land, Good said. 

One is the proposed extension of Route 53 
from Lake Cook Road to Route 120, and the 
other is a ramp slated for Peterson Road at 
Route 03, which would take a portion of the 
property at its southwest comer. 



More immediate, perhaps is the proposed 
extension of Midlothian Road from Peterson 
Road to Harris Road. 

. Each of these proposals would make the 
land more desirable from a development 
standpoint, Good said. 

'Hie three parcels could just as likely go to 
three separate developers as to Uie same one. 
"It's like watching a horse race," Good said, of 
the auction, noting it's difficult to predict how 
it could turn out. 

The land is nearby two newMelra stations, 
the new Prairie Crossing station in Libertyvilic 
on the Mctra's North Central line, and the 
other station also known as Prairie Crossing 
which is on the Milwaukee North line. 

The sale of Uie property will also include 
eight farm buildings, such as the mid-19th 
century farm house, a brick smokehouse, orig- 
inal milk house and a windmill tower.
